REPORTS OF OFFICERS, BOARDS AND COMMITTEES: Written
reports received were Milford Aging Services Commission minutes from
February 27 and March 27, 2007; Swimming Pool Board minutes from
March 22, 2007; Fire Dept. minutes from March 13, 2007; Police Dept.
Activity Report for March 2007; Fire reports for January, February and
March; Rescue NARSIS reports for February and March. Bruha — Steve
Rogge is on his way from Norfolk to report on the storm sewer project.
Baker — Sr. Center experienced flooding in the basement under the stairs due
to a broken down spout. Frey has been notified and some additional
caulking will be done. Chief Siebken gave monthly activity report. Frey —
the Library wall has been repaired, they raised the building approximately
%, The streets that have been tore up due to water main breaks will be
repaired after things dry up a bit. Fortune — when a building permit is pulled
for new home construction a letter will be attached suggesting that a check
valve be placed on the main sewer service going out of the house. Melena
presented Fire Report for January, February and March. Pancake Feed went
well, serving approximately 400 people. Mayor Plessel noted rescue calls
for February and March. Mayor Plessel also announced that the next regular
Council meeting will be held on Monday, April 30, 2007 due to approving
the Webermeier Scholarships. Honors Night is Tuesday, May 1, 2007.
COMMUNICATIONS: *The Council watched a tape on LB564 provided
by the League of NE Municipalities regarding Recreation Liabilities. Steve
Rogge arrived. *Sales tax received for the month of January 2007 was
$10,438.03. *Galaxy Cable annual franchise fee received in the amount of
$6,657.10. Steve Rogge informed the Council of work to be done on the 6™
Street storm sewer project. Bruha is following up on easements. They will
dig out the silt and lay a pipe to the water will run thru it. When paper work
is received a special meeting will be called to allow the project to get started.
PUBLIC HEARING:

Citizen Advisory Committee — Update: Mayor Plessel opened the Public
Hearing at 8:16 pm. Bruha reported on financials: Revenue year to date:
$112,686.35; Expense year to date: $50,629.11 Balance $62,057.24. The
only two businesses participating with the Economic Development program
are CY Manufacturing Inc. and Dragonfly Desserts. An auction will be held
this Saturday, April 7, 2007 to sell the Dragonfly Desserts. Selling the




business will break the agreement with the Economic Development
Program. No further comments the Public Hearing closed at 8:20 pm.
UNFINISHED BUSINESS:
Silent R.R. Crossing — Walnut & Park Ave.: Bruha presented information
from a company in Texas on silencing the crossing during the evening hours.
They are a turn key operation and would take the project from start to finish.
Bruha has sent a letter and tried calling the NDOR with no luck of a
response. Neal stated that the Chamber of Commerce has offered to help
with the fundraising part of the project. Melena asked if the Hwy will need
to be closed and for how long during the construction of the R.R. double
tracking. This is a concern for the Fire & Rescue Dept. to access the
northeast part of town and the interstate. Frey commented that he will be
meeting with a gentleman from Oklahoma regarding the double tracking on
Thursday, April 5th at 10:30 am.
